State Claims Robin Cooper Was 
Wounded by His Father. 
Gen. Washington Speaks for 
‘Defense and Bitterly De- 
nounces Carmack, Holding 
Coopers Were Justified. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 10.—Two 
things stand out in today’s develop- 
mente in the Cooper-Sharp trial for the 
murder of former United States Sena- 
tor BE. W. Carmack. One is the theory 
of the state as to the wounding of 
Robin Cooper. The other is the de- 
fense’s defense. 

Cooper Wounded His Son. 

The state announced through Attor- 
ney General Garner that it would con- 
tend that Colone!i D. B. Cooper fired the 
shot whith wounded his son and that 
Senator ‘Carmack, if he fired at all, fired 
wildly. General Garner (first declared 
that it would be a physical impossibility 
for Carmack to have shot Robin as the 
Coopers swear he did. 

Next he declared that the reasonable 
solution of the problem was that Colonel 
Cooper opened fire on Carmack, as Mrs. 
Eastman believes he did and that @ 
bullet from his pistol struck the tele? 
phone post, was deflected and entered 
Robin’s shoulder. He contended that 
this theory is corroborated by the course 
of the bullet, ¥ fich penetrated the flesh 
enly an inch and a half and failed to 
gtrike a bone. A 36-caliber bullet fired 

point-blank at a range of three or four 
feet, Garner contended, would have gone 
deeper in ‘the flesh than an inch and @ 


half. i 
Mra, Carmack Fatats. 

Gener#l] Garner made a britiiant and 
logical argument and it was with ditt i- 
culty that-a demonstration was pre- 


vented. The court officers, however, 


were aided in this by the sudden faint- ; 


ing of Mrs. Carmack. The audience’s 
attentiol was instantly diverted to the 
widow of the murdered man and quiet 
was maintained. 

It became evident from the argument 
of General Washington, of the defense, 
who followed General Garner before the 
jury, that the defense proposes to rely 
very strongly upon 4 plea of justifica- 
tion as well as upon the plea of self- 
defense. 

General Meeks paved the way for it 
in his argument yesterday, when he 
came out boldly in favor of the appli- 
Cation of the unwritten law to editors, 
and declared that the murder of Car- 
mack by the Coopers was not the first 
time that a Nashville editor had been 
glain for criticising some one. 

Washington Denounced Carmack. 

General Washington did not take such 
a decided stand, but he devoted the en- 
tire two hours of his argument this aft- 
ernoon to a denunciation of Carmack. 

‘The man with the poison of a scor- 
pion in his pen, the sting of a wasp 
in his words and the venom of the rat- 
tlesnake under his tongue.’ He inter- 
preted Carmack’s words and editorials 
as he saidpg they were meant, and as 
Colonel Cooper interpreted them, and de- 
eclared that the colonel had no recourse 
in the world. 

He had not finished his argument when 
court adjourned, and he will conclude it 
tomorrow. Judge Anderson, also of de- 
fense, will follow him, and then At- 
torney General McCarn will close the 
ease for the state. 

Great Throng in Court. 

So dense was the throng incode the 
bar today teat Judge Hart ‘could 
not reach the bench from his chambers 
until two husky deputies pushed open a 
narrow path. He mounted the bench 
and said: ; 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen: 
to see you here this morning and sorry 
there are not more of you. As I said 
before, there must be no demonstrations. 
If you follow my order everything will 
be lovely. If you do not, we will fall 
out right away.”

One Appears as an Os- 
trich Feather Dealer. 


T. E. Hughes and G. Terrell 


in Forging Line, Accord- 
ing to Their Confessions. 
Caught in Macon. 


T. BE. Hughes, 85 years of age. of 
Terre Houte, Indiana, alias E. C. Davis, 
and G. Terrell Moore, 22 years of age, 
of Atlanta, alias J. C. Jones, alias J. 
‘B. Guinn, were arrested in 


back yesterday afternoon by Detective 
G. C. Bullard. Mrs. E. B. Smith, a 
resident of- the Houston House, 26 
‘Houston street, the woman bringing 
the charges of forgery aigainst Hughes, 
went to Macon to identify him. 

Both men have confessed to a long 
string of forgeries in various towns. 

How Hughes Worked Game. 

Hughes repreSented himself success- 
fully in Atlanta and Macon as the rep- 
resentative of an ostrich farm, with a 


plumes. 

A little over a month ago, he ap- 
proached Mrs. E. B. Smith on the sub- 
ject of Opening a fine shop to supply 
the trade with ostrich feathers. Mrs. 
Smith was to take charge of the place, 
it is said, and she was to draw a good 
salary. They talked over a _ location 
for the shop, and the Grand building 
was selected. Then Hughes /felt/a lack 
of funds, and (persuaded Mrs. Smith to 
indorse his check for $200. This she 
did, and he got the money, using an 
exchange check on a ‘Mobile bank. Mrs. 
Smith had the amount to pay, and no- 
tified police station, 

Feathers in Macon, Too, 

From Atlanta Huehes went to Macon, 
where practically the same game was 
worked. He advertised for a ladv to 
take charge of his business, and agreed 
to pay her $50 a month. His office boy 
was to draw $5 per week. 

One afternoon recently a Macon citi- 
zen drove up in a fine rig. Hughes of- 
fered to buy the same ‘for $300. The 
deal was put through when Hughes 
passed over one cf his worthless checks. 
The citizen who had traded with 
Hughes got leary ad telegraphed to 
Mobile to be sure, and found he had 
been buncoed. Then Detective Smith 
placed the ostrich feather dealer under 
atrest, and notified Atlanta. 

A few hours before the arrest of 
Hughes, Moore was caught at the La- 

fr Hotel, where it is alleged he 
stopped under the name of J.. B. “uin. 
A (postal sent by ‘ Moore to his girl 
proved his downfall, for it fell into the 
hands of Detectives Black and Bullard. 
and they wired to the Macon officers 
where to find him. The postal read, 
“Hun, write me to Macon at once: La- 
nier Hotel. J. B. Guinn.” 

The local charge against Moore was 
attempting to pass a fonged check fo? 
‘$100°on the Kimball House by a unique 
method. 

Both men have records for forgeries, 
according to their confessions made to 
Detectives Bullard and Black and 
Chief Jett. Hughes is said to have 
massed the following bogus checks: 
Three in Jacksonville, amounting to 
about $180: two in Atlanta, for about 
$100, and two for smaller amounts; one 
in Mobile, ffor $20; two in New. Or- 
leans, for $45. e

Fight to Finish, Says Clark. 

In his tmterview “today in regard to 
Champ, Clark 
said:

The statenent 
that it is an attempt to prevent tariff 
legislation is a lie. I don’t care who 
makes the statement. .it is a He. 

‘The anxiety of the old. stand-pat 
crowd to frame a bill revising. the tariff 
down is the most pathetic thir at 
has happened in this world since Mark 
Twa n wept at the tomb of Adam. They 
‘havi been dragged by the neck into 
the riff revision performance. 

“Sveaker Camnon is the very flower 
of this system of bad rules, and, in 
the public estimation, cannot be disas- 
sociated from them.

The waterworks department says that 
uniess a Tot more money its forthcoming 
the reservoir will not be finished for 
two years. It ig also said that the 
work will cost at least $100,000 more 
than has been appropriated. 

City Engineer Clayton says the wa- 
terworks department is in error, but 
he admits that considerable more mon- 
ey must be, appropriated before the 
reservolr is ready for use. 

At present the large dam at one end 
of the reservoir has been brought to a 
proper grade, but there is consideratile 
more work to be done in making exca- 
vations, 

The county convicts have been at 
work for some five or six months. The 
city appropriated about $20,000 as its 
ehare of the cost. That money has 
neariy all been expended. 

Estimates by City Engineer. 

It will take at least two months, ae@- 
cording to the city engineer's estimates, 
to finish making the necessary excava- 
tions. Then the sides of the embank- 
ments mast be riffraffed with stone to 
prevent the washing away of the earth. 
This will cost some $15,000. Next. the. 
water that has collected in the :

will cost about $25.000. These are the 
rough estimates of the city engineer.

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Famous $29,000,000 Case 
Thrown Out of Court. 


Chicago, March i0—The Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana was today 
found not guilty of accepting rebates 
from the Chicago and Alton railroad on 
shipments of. ofl from Whiting, Ind., 
to East St. Leuis, Ill The verdict 
was réturned by’a jury in the federal 
court on instructions of Judge A. C. 
Anderson, who averred that he fol- 
lowed the circuit court of appeals de- 
cision as to the verdict returned at the 
former trial of the same case, on which 
verdict Judge Kennesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis assessed a fine of $29,240,000. 

Judge Anderson's decision was not 
unexpected, as he had yesterday told 
the government prosecutors that the 
proof relied on in the first trial was 


pleted or fail. 
Government Hopeless. 
It was with something of an air of 
hopelessness that District Attorney 
Edwin W. Sims and his assistants at- 


tempted to show the admissibillity of 
the lLllinofs classification to prove the 
existence of a legal rate of !I8 cents, 
which Was a vital point in the gov- 
ernment’s contention. : 

It was after Assistant District At- 
torney James H, Wilkerson had argued 
for two hours and in the end admitted 
that the prosecution coulg not furnish 
the further proof deemed necessary by 
the court for a continuation of the 
case, that Judge Anderson announced 
his decision. 

The decision of Judges Grosscup, 
Baker and Seaman, of the United States 
circuit court of appeals, reversing 
Judge Landis, together with the action 
of the United States supreme court in 
refusing to review the decision of the 
court, of appeals, was assigned as au- 
thority for today’s decision. 

Judge Anderson quoted from the 
opinion of the appellate court judges. 
The strongest expression in favor of 
his view, he said, was the statement 
in that décision that “the most we can 
say is that the question is one upon 
which judges, after full discussion, 
might very reasonably disagree.”

LUMSDEN IS GUILTY 
OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


New York, March 1!10:—The jury in 
the case of John C. Lumsden, formerly 
of North Carolina, on trial in the su- 
preme court here charged with the 
murder of Harry Suydam, a curb broker, 
in the latter’s office last December. to- 
night brousht in a verdict of man- 
Slaughter in the first degree. 

After being charged as to the various 
degrees of homicide, the jury retired

STATE TAX OFFICERS 
MET HERE YESTERDAY 


Officers Reelected, Resolutions 
Passed—Athens Selected 
for Next Meeting. 


The Georgia Association of Tax Offi- 
cers met on yesterday at the court house 
and held their annual meeting. The of- 
ficers were reelected for the ensuing 
year, as follows: P. E. Whittlesey, tax 
collector of Muscogee county, president; 
H. H. Linton, tax collector of Clarke 
county, vice president; T. F. Everett, 
tax collector of Twiggs county, secretary 
‘and treasurer. 

Though this association is composed 
of all the tax collectors and tax receiv- 
ers in the state of Georgia, only about 
fifieen were present. Two sessions were 
held, one in the forenoon and one in the 
afternoon. 

At the afternoon session, resolutions 
were adopted favoring the appointment 
of county tax assessors, to consist of one 
assessor from each militia district, and 
also the creation of a board of state 
tax assessors, composed of one member 
from each congressional district, whose 
duty shall be to take the returns from 
the collectors and others making re- 
turns to the comptroller general. This 
resolution will be placed in the hands 
of the legislative committee of the as- 
sociation, and its passage urged in the 
legislature. It is intended to simplify 
the present method of collecting and re- 
ceiving taxes, which have been run un- 
der the same system one hundred years, 

A. P. Stewart, tax collector of Fulton, 
introduced a.resolution, which was 
unanimously passed, calling upon the 
legislature to change the time of the 
opening and closing of the books, so that 
there will be more time in which to 
make the digest. Mr. Stewart’s resolu- 
tion favors the opening of the offices 
on February |! of each year and closing 
on May 15. 

The association adjourned to meet next 
year in Athens, Ga. Following the ad- 
journment, the association went in a 
ibody to tke office of Governor Smith 
for the purpose of paying him their re- 
spects. :

Charged With Murder — Bob 
Clements Now Under Sen- 
tence for the Crime.

By some this strange man is thought 
to be Tom Edmondstn, who was sup- 
posed to have been murdered and his 
body cremated with other members of 
his family at Woodland Mills, this 
county, on November 25, 1908. Those 
who have seen this man and who have 
read descriptions of Tom Edmondson 
say the descriptions of the two men 
are one and the same, 

It will be remembered that a few 
days ago Bob Clements was tried and 
convicted of the murder of Nettie Ed- 
mondson, the daughter of Tom Ed- 
mondson, and it will also be remem- 
bered that there are other warrants 
against Bob Clements for the murder 
of other members of the Edmondson 
family.

What Des Moines Superintendent of Public Safety Has 
Accomplished—Taken First As a Joke.

Des Moines, Jowa, March 10.—(Specia!.) 
Advocates of the commission form of 
government point with some pride to the 
accémplishments of John L. Hamery. 
superintendent of the department of pub- 
lic safety in Des Moines. In his charge 


}are the police, fire and health depart- 


. 


ments. 

When Mr. Hamery announced, soon 
after being elected to office, that the 
slot machines into which workmen fed 
their wages and which lured pennies 
from children, must go, Des Moines 
smiled. The edict had been-issued time 
and again, but in the cigar stores, pool 
halis and even some grocery stores, the 
slot machines had thrived. Officials of 
former administrations had caused them 
to be removed for a time, but they al- 
ways came back. 

Consequently when Mr. Hamery an- 
nounced his intention of suppressing 
them, the same “wise heads’’ wagged, 
and the machine owners said: 

“We'll have to take ‘em out for a week 
or two—until Hamery makes his show- 
ing.’’ , 

The superintendent called a meetin 
of the cigar dealers who owned the ma- 
chines, and said: 

“Gentlemen, I don’t want to confiscate 
your property. I want to give you a 
fair chance to dispose of your machines. 
But I warn yOu now they’ve got to £0 
and ‘stay gone.’ You have two weeks 
in which to dispose of them. Take them 
away.” 

Gave Them Marble Heart, 

At the end of two weeks every slot 
machine which paid premiums in cigars 
or money was removed. From that time; 
nothing was said for nearly a month, 
Then an official of the Cigar Dealers’ 
Association approached Mr. Hamery 
and sald: 

“Say! Mr. Superintendent, how long 
before we can put back our machines?” 

“About two years,’ the official replied. 

“What do you mean?” 

“I mean that so long as I am super- 
intendent of the department of public 
safety no slot machines can operate in 
the city of Des Moines. You might just 
as well tell members of your association 
1 said so, too.’’ 

The cigar dealer did tell members of 
his association. Hamery was made the 
target for a storm of charges. He was 
threatened with bodily injury, political 
ruin and even the blackening of his per- 
sonal reputation. 

“Go ahead, all you fellows,” was his 
defi. “Jump right in and help your- 
selves.”’ 

Finally, officials of the association vi8- 
ited him at his office and told him if he 
did not permit the reinstatement of the 
machines a recall would ‘be started and 
another man putin his place. Mr. Ham- 
ery dmmediately called the newspaper 
offices, told them of the threat which 
had just been made, gave the names of 
the men in the party, and. the papers 
It was just like drop- 
ping a wet, “soggy” blanket on a smol- 
dering fire. The recall never material- 
ized. Today the siot machines are stand- 
ing in back rooms, covered with dust 
and dirt, “as idle as a painted ship upon 
a painted ocean.”’ 

A The Social Evil. 

Mr. Hamery was guperintendent of the 
department of public safety. He was 
the one acting head. He knew the law 
was being defied and he had authority 
to stop it. There was no “red tape” to 
follow. Something was to be done and 
he did it. 

A short time thereafter Mr. Hamery 
made the startling announcement: ‘‘The 
immoral houses in Des Moines must go!"’ 

That this lone superintendent would 


try to eradicate the social evil in Des 
Moines seemed most amusing. It-looked 
silly.” Cities all over the world had bat- 
tled with the problem and all had failed. 
But John Hamery set about accomplish- 
ing the task in a business-like way. In 
the course of two days he had the city 
wondering. 

In the first place he asked for the ¢0- 
operation of the Humane Society. 

“In the course of a few days,” he 
said to the secretary, “you will have & 
long line of women coming here to 
register their names. Make a list, find 
out where these women expect to live, 
get them work so far as possible, send 
as, many home as will go, and then re- 
port to me.” 

He then instructed the chief of po- 
lice to personally see that every in- 
mate of every immoral house in the 
city was notified to either leave the 
city inside of thirty days, or £0 to the 
Humane Society, register her name, 
and get honest and decent employ- 
ment. 

Within a week fifty women had regis- 
tered. Within two weeks, one-third the 
remainder had gone from the city; 
within three weeks two-thirds of the 
furniture in the houses had been sold 
to second-hand dealers, and when the 
month was up, silence reigned in the 
red-light district. The wind rattled 
shutters on vacant houses. Rain Beat 
in ‘at open doors in the place where 
all-night orgies had been held. A half 
dozen saloons in the immediate vicinity 
closed because of lack of business. 

Mr. Hamery had not accomplished 
this result without a fight. Political in- 
fluences were brought to bear to induce 
him to rescind his order, He was again 
threatened and maligned, But he stood 
firm to his resolution. Right in the 
midst of the fight he learned that Ww. 
P. Hume, chief of police, was not ex- 
ecuting his’ orders as they should be 
executed. ‘ 

Chief of Police Fired. | 

He learned that many women in im- 
moral houses had not been notified of 


en 


Hamery’s edict. In_ fact, Chief 
Hume looked on the movement as a 
sort of huge joke. When Mr. Hamery 
fullv satisfied himself that Hume was 
derelict in his duties, he cited him to 
appear befone the council. 

Evidence was introduced which 
proved beyond a doubt that Hume was 
“holding back,” and it took just about 
twenty minutes to remove him. A. G. 
Miller. a captain of police, was ap- 
pointed chief, and since that time every 
order issued by Superintendent Hamery 
has been enforced to the letter. 

Policemen Go to School. 

This all goes to show what one man 
with authority—not hampered by poli- 
tics and a quarreling council—may do. 
The reforms brought about by Mr. 
Hamery are the result of the will- 
power of a man strong enough to ex- 
ercise his authority. He has made 
enemies, and has been vilified, but 
most of the dissatisfaction arises 
among classes where proper regard for 
the law is foreign. Better Des Moines 
is with him. 

Superintendent Hamery has not con- 
fined his work to the “crusade’’ men- 
tioned herein. Every department in his 
charge has been thoroughly reorgan- 
ized and systematized. He nas estab- 
lished a “school of instruction”. for the 
police, which has borne fruit. On cer- 
tain nights every month, certain de- 
tails of police are instructed to “come 
to school,” where they are instructed 
on the meaning of terms in the city 
ordinances. The city attorney acts as 
this instructor. The chief of police oc- 
casionally gives a lecture on methods 
of making arrests, handling of prison- 
ers and proper enforcement of the 
ordinances. 

Over this school Mr. Hamery has en- 
tire supervision.

This morning at 9,30 o’clock at the 
Fiedmont hotel. the Georgia division, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
in special called session will reconsid- 
er their action in state convention 
last November as to the placing of the 
Wirz monument, and will decide just 
where the monument should *go. 

Sixty-six chapters in the state ex- 
pressed their desire to reconsider, and 
have sent delegates, and several cities 
have put in their claim and asserted 
their reasons for asking for the monu- 
ment. 

Many Bids for Monument. 

Macon has put forward with zeal 
and eloquence. her desire that the 
monument should be located there. 
Americus has asserted her claim as 
the logical choice. Richmond urges 
&he choice of the November conven- 
tion, Andersonville has 
strong arguments in its own favor, 
and others are eager for it, : 
the meeting will be one of great in- 
terest and importance. 

Andersonvilie’s Appeal. 
Among the appeals which have been 


the state and communicated to the 
newspapers is the following from An- 


dersonville: 

To the Chapter Presidents in the Georgia 
Division U. D. C.: The citizens of Anderson- 
ville believe that Andersonville is the only 
logical location for the Wirz monument and 
very cordially invite the ladies of the Georgia 
division to erect the proposed shaft here. 

The mayor and city council heartily favor 
such action and have formally tendered a 
very desirable site to the site committee of 
your division. A mass meeting of the citizens 
of Andersonville voted to send an appeal to 
the Georgia chapters urging reconsideration 
of the action of the Savannah convention, to 
the end that the claims of Andersonville 
might be considered and another opportunity 
offered to vote for Andersonville. 

We believe this historic place should be the 
resting place of the shaft to be erected in 
honor of the brave commandant, Captain 
Henry Wirz, who, rather than betray the 
president of the confederacy, gave up his life. 

Hostile criticiam of the press or people of 
other sections of our country ought not to 
deter the Daughters of Georgia from placing 
the monument in Andersonville, where it be- 
longs, right close to the house in which the 
martyred Wirz lived during the trying days 
when he fully performed his duty so fearlessly 
and made for himself a place in history that 
time can not efface and criticism can not 
harm. 

We are anxious that your representative at 
the Atlanta convention shall be fully informed 
of the sentiments of our people; we have 
therefore selected a representative to go ts 
Atlanta and urge the convention to again 
select Andersonville as the site for the monu- 
ment. 

Our representative, Mrs. A. F. Hodgers, 
has spent her life here and is fully conver- 
sant with the sentiment of our people. We 
beg that you will give this letter to your dele- 
gate appointed to go to Atlanta and ask 
that she make herself known to Mrs. 
Hodgers, who will be glad to inform her 
more fully than we can hope to do in the 
limits of a letter. 

The people of Andersonville will care for 
the monument and entertain those who come 
here to witness the umveiling, should Ander- 
sonville be the site chosen.

2. That an institution of learning be estab- 
lished and maintained on these grounds for 
the purpose of educating the descendants of 
those who rendered services during the war, 
and who, on this account, are not able to 
educate themselves, and that the Daughters 
of the Confederacy give to such institution 
their active and loyal support. 

3. That the president of this order, within 
the next thirty days, appoint a committee of 
five for the purpose of raising funds with 
which to establish and operate the school 
above mentioned. 

4. That a confederate museum be establish- 

ed and maintained on Liberty Hall grounds, 
with the Object of collecting, preserving and 
exhibiting relics and mementoes of the civil 
war. 
That this resolution become effective and 
of force only upon the condition that the 
Stephens Monument Association convey to this 
order a fee simple title to Liberty Hall and 
its grounds, including the monument to Mr. 
Stephens now standing thereon.

In DeKalb Election Case 
Unless Injunction Stops. 


in Case * Widely 
| Known Throughout DeKalb. 

Were Managers of Recent 
State Primary — Fraud Al- 
leged by Plaintiff. 


Unless attorneys for the three de- 
fendants, L. B. Norton, D. P. Phillips 
and A H. Flake. managers in a state 
primary of June 4, 1908, in the Lithonia 
district, secure an injunction, the ballot 
box containing the vote cast in that 
district for S. A. Morris and Hooper 
Alexander, candidates for the legis- 
future, as well as the vote gives Mur- 
phey Candler, will be opened in the 


DeKalb supertor court this morning 
tn the presence of Judge Roan, and, in 
all probability, an assembly that will 
tax even the standing room of the 
spacious auditorium. 

Almost since the @ay of that pri- 
mary, by which Murphey Candler and 
Hooper Alexander were declared nom- 
inees for the legislature from DeKalb. 
S. A. Morris being the losing man in 
the race, that primary has been a live 
wire in DeKalb, sparks from whieh 
even split over into Fulton. 

The consolidated returns showing 
Candler and Alexander’ the 
| nominees was not satisfactory to S. A. 
‘Morris, and with a protest he went be- 
fore the executive committee of De- 
Kalb county asking that the refurns 
from the Lithonia precinct be set 
aside, asserting thatehe was convinced 
that he had received more vote; than 
had been counted for him. The execu- 
tive committee, of which L. B. Norton 
was chairman, declined to grant Mr. 
Morris’ 


ty. At the next grand jury Solicitor 
General Howard presented a number 
of witnesses who had been voters in 
the Lithonia primary and of that num- 
ber one hundred and sixty-nine swore 
they had voted for Morris, whereas 
the returns from the precinct in ques- 
tion showed only one hundred and 
eight votes«for Morris. 

In the meantime the ballot box had 
been placed in the possession of the 
court and had, by orders of Judge 
Roan, been locked up in the county 
clerk’s safe subject to his orders. To 
the indictments and to the motion of 
the solicitor general to open the box 
for a recount the defendants demurred 
and the case went to the court of ap- 
peals of the state. 

Three indictments were returned 
against each of the managers. One in- 
dictment charged fraud and corruption 
in conducting an election, another false 
swearing and still another counting the 
ballots im secret. In drawing the true 
bill charging false swearing, Solicitor 
Howard brought into play @& point of 
law which has never been used in any 
court in the United States, so far as 
reference books show. It was a con- 
tention that when the managers affixed 
their names to a printed blank in which 
they affirmed they would correctly and 
legally conduct and report an election, 
they were subject to the charge of false 
swearing if they, in any way, varied 
from the actual facts. 

When the case reached the court of 
appeals the demurrer was overruled, eX- 
cept as to D. P. Phillips. That mem- 
ber of the election board was a justice 
of the peace, and it was In his presence 
the usual blank was signed. In passing 
on the case the court of appeals de- 
clared that Manager Phillips could not 
swear himself, and that he had, there- 
fore, not been guilty of false swearing. 
As to the other two managers, the de- 
murrer was set aside. 

The action of the court of appeals 
brings the matter before the DeKalb 
superior court again, @ 1d sets aside all 
interference, so far attempted, to the 
opening of the ballot box by Judge Roan 
for an inspection of its contents. 

Just what that box will disclose when 
turned upside down before Judge Roan 
there is great speculation in DeKalb, and 
no little in Atlanta, where the two can- 
didates so materially affected are well 
and widely known. Friends of the man- 
agers assert that the recount, if one is 
made, in the presence of the court will 
sustain the returns to which the mana- 
gers subscribed, while Solicitor Howard 
and friends of the many witnesses who 
appeared before the grand jury assert 
that a recount will sustain the true bills. 

Each of the defends \t managers is 
widély known througho. DeKalb coun- 
ty. and each has been a citizen of un- 
blemished and unimpeachable character. 
They have all been prominent in the 
political life of the county and have ali- 
Ways been popular and influential. Mr. 
Norton is a successful lawyer, with of- 
fices at Lithonia and Decatur. 

Mr. Phillips is also a lawyer. He 
makes his home at Lithonia and has long 
been a justice of the peace in that dis- 
trict. Mr. Flake is a son of County 
Commissioner Fluae, of DeKalb, one of 
its most successful business men.

CAN DETERMINE IN WHICH 
COUNTY A CITY LIES 


Decision of Supreme Court of 
‘ Interest to Atlanta at 
Present Time. 


The supreme couurt yesterday de- 
chared constitutional and valid the leg- 
islative act of 1906, which permits the 
citizens of any municipality of more 
than 500 inhabitants which is divided 
by a county line, to hold an election 
to determine in which county such mu- 
nicipality shall wholly lie. 

This decision its of considerable in- 
terest to Atlanta at this time, in view 
of the litigation involving the recent 
election held under this law, by which 
Atlanta was voted into Fulton county. 
including a small strip of DeKalb 
county, recently brought within the 
city limits. The law (ftself is at- 
tacked in the suit by which it is sought 
to prevent the declaration of the At- 
lanta election from being carried out. 

The case in question was that of the 
town of Maysville, which lies partly in 
Banks and partly in Jackson counties, 
against Smith and others, the latter 
having brought sult to prevent the re- 
suit of an election which voted Mays- 
ville wholly into Banks county from 
being declared. 

While holding the law under which 
the election was held to be constitu- 
tional and valid, the supreme court 
affirmed tke decision of ‘tthe lower 
court granting the injunction in this 
case because of the fact that Mays- 
ville, according to the latest official 
census, had a population of less than 
500 citizens. The supreme court holds 
that a town with a population of less 
than 500, according to the last official 
census, has no power to hold an elec- 
tion under this law. The census of 
1900 gave Maysville a population of 
453, although it claims now 642,

Supreme Court Makes, This 
Ruling in Case of J. M. 
Long v. D. P. Rose. 


According to a decision of the ste 
preme court rendered yesterday in the 
case of J. M. Long and others against 
D. P. Rose and others, it is permissible 
for a citizen of this state to hold both 
a municipal and a state office without 
violation of section 223 of the political 
code, which bars a@ person holding an 
office of trust or emolumert under the 
United States, except postmaster, or 
under any of the several states, from 
being appointed or elected to office in 
this state. 

D. P. Rose was appointed mayor and 
W. H. Mullin and J. R. Bachlott alder- 
men, of the town of St. Mary’s, bpettée 
goveror in 1908. Mr. Rose is solicitor 
of the county court of Camden; Mr. 
Mullin a member of the board of edu- 
cation of that county, while Mr. Bach- 
lott is the county treasurer. Long and 
others sought to have them ousted from 
office because of the statute prohibiting 
the holding of two offices. The supreme 
court holds that the law is not appli- 
cable in the case of mayor and alder- 
men of a municipality, and affirmed the 
decision of the lower court which de- 
clined to render a judgment of ouster.

Gabrilowitsch is a fine figure of a 
man—erect, graceful, handsome. In 
facing an audience, he expresses no 
pPleasureable emotion in his features, 
as most platform celebrities do: his 
bearing is distinctlv distant and icy cold. 
In response to thunders of applause, he 
merely bows gravely, with almost a 
Suggestion of cynical indifference, as if 
to say, “What do I care, anyway?’ 
But while playing, his very soul seems 
wrapped in the music, and his face, il- 
lumined with the light that comes from 
inspiration, frequently is bent almost 
to the keys, as though to animate the 
instrument before him with something) 
of his own vitality, his own ideas and 
thought. . 

There is a magic in the touch of every 
great pianist, and Gabrilowitsch is su- 
premely great. He plays with every 
technical perfection which study can 
impart, and with certain qualities 
which are beyond technique, because 
they are gifts of nature—the power to 
grip and hold the emotions of his listen- 
ers; romantic fervor, sympathy of ex- 
pression, the ability to transmit both 
passion and tenderness.
